ARISTIDE BRIAND,

APOSTLE OF PEACE DIES 
FOLLOWING LONG ILLNESS; 


LONG IN PUBLIC LIFE 


PARIS, March 
8.—UP)— Aristide 


Briand, "Apostle of Peace", died 
at 12:45 o'clock this a.fternoon. 


"He died in n. coma," said Dr. 


Marx, his personal physician, "a'ft- 
er ,a stroke from which he did 
not regain consciousness.

sidered by Europe's statesmen. 


But It was not only a:s foreign 


minister that he made history for 
France. He was premier a dozen 
times. 


The highest office In the gift 


of the people was almost within 
his grasp last May, but some of 
the policies which lie had advo- 
cated with all his characteristic 
enthusiasm had alienated a fac- 
tion to whom nationalism is gos- 
pel. 


So, when the electors voted at 


the palace of Versailles it was 
Paul Doumer who became presi- 
dent of the republic.

predicted In many quarters. He be- 
lieves the United States should 
eventually join the League of Na- 
tions, but not until the people 
are fully convinced of its value. 


ALFRED E. SMITH—former gov 
ernor of New York, recipient of 
the largest vote e»er given a de- 
feated presidential candidate, will 
not make BTI open fight for the 
nomination. He is willing to ac- 
cept delegates, however. Political 
gossip is that he opposes Roose- 
velt and would use whatever sup- 
port he obtained to nominate New- 
ton Baker or Governor Ritchie as 
a compromise candidate. He is 
credited with control of ihe New 
York delegation. 


ALBERT CABELL RITCHIE—de- 
bonair Maryland governor and out- 
spoken wet, has 
announced his 
open candidacy, and fights for 
'state delegations pledged to him 
are in progress. He is regarded 
as an excellent politician in the 
praiseworthy sense of that word. 
He believes strongly that prohibi- 
tion is an evil. He opposes ex- 
cessive government Interference in 
business, but has called business 
to task for what he terms its 
omissions. 


JOHN NANCti GARNER—Texan, 
speaker of the house of represen- 
tatives and member of the house 
since 1903, has been boomed for 
the nomination in recent months 
largely as a result of his general- 
ship as speaker. He is regarded 
as a worker behind the scenes 
rather than ars the open proponent 
of legislation. Under his leader- 
ship the house has passed much 
emergency legislation this session 
with a minimum of stress and 
strife. 


WILLIAM H. MURRAY—governor 
of Oklahoma, 
making an open 


fight for the nomlnartion. Recent- 
ly surprised a prohibition meet- 
ing by declaring for states' rights. 
His militancy led him last summer 
to call out the national guard to 
keep open a state bridge, and to 
declare martial law in the oil fields 
to 
restrict 
production. E v e n 
"Who's Who" gives him his nick- 
name of ''Alfalfa Bill." He is noted 
for his disregard of convention. 


J. HAMILTON LEWIS — senator 
from Illinois, dresses scrupulously 
in an old-fashioned manner. He 
has been knighted by the kings 
of Belgium and Greece, written 
several books on constitutional mid 
international law. Long active in 
politics, ho has twice been candi- 
date for the vice presidency, and 
has held other political office. Ho 
is punctiliously courteous, an ex- 
cellent orator and pronounced in 
his opinions. He Is n, wet. 


HARRY FLOOD BYRD — former ' 
governor 
of Virginia 
and vlca 


chairman of the democratic na- 
tional committee, was entered in. 
the race for the nomination t>y a. 
joint resolution unanimously adopt- 
ed by the general assembly, which. 
credited him with making big state 
"a leading example of Intelligent 
and progressive 
administration."

ence in Houston last week 
and, among other things, 
said "Jack Garner,is mak- 
ing a success of his job, not 
because he js a statesman, 
but because he is,shrewd 
politician." 


R. M. Hayes, writing in 


the Houston Post, takes ex- 
ception to Mr. Kent's re- 
marks and says the Balti- 
more political observer is 
inconsistent and contradic- 
tory in his appraisal of Mr. 
Garner. He cites Webster's 
and the Century dictionaries 
to prove that a politician 
and a statesman are one 
and the same thing. 


Mr. Kent said in his opin- 


ion there are but two states- 
men in Congress, Senator 
Cordell Hull and Senator 
Carter Glass. Mr. Hays con- 
tends that if that is the case 
there must be a lot of un- 
e m p l o y e d statesmen in 
Washington, and conclud- 
ed his article by suggesting 
"that if Mr. Kent received 
any compensation for his 
appearance . . . he donate 
the amount to the fund for 
relief of unemployed states- 
men." 


In his talk before the Fo- 


rum, Mr. Kent had only the 
highest praise for Mr. Gar- 
ner and his work in his role 
as speaker of the House. He 
did not contend that the 
speaker "is a great states- 
man, a profound thinker 'or 
a great man." but he did 
insist that the speaker is a 
clear-headed politician with 
plenty of sense, who uses 
tact, is coql in a crisis, and 
is a leader of men.

YOUR INCOME TAX. 
The Bureau of Internal 


Revenue is faced with un- 
usual problems during the 
current income tax filing 
period, which 
runs from 


January 1 to March 15, 
1932. Due to the uncertain- 
ty in the minds of the pub- 
lic as to whether the Con- 
gress will enact legislation 
that will apply to the cal- 
endar year 1931, a large 
number of taxpayers have 
refrained up to this time 
from filing returns. 
This 


means that if the taxpayers 
continue to postpone until 
shortly before March 15 the 
important 
duty of filing 


their income tax 
returns, 


there wiir be such conges- 
tion at that time.as greatly 
to interfere "with the order- 
ly administration of 
the 


Government's tax collecting 
agency. 


In view of the fact that 


no legislation 
has 
been 


adopted which alters the 
rates or exemptions under 
which returns 
were 
filed 


last year, income tax forms 
should be filed without de- 
lay on the same basis as in 
1931. 
To do this imme- 


diately would be of great 
asistance. The fifteenth of 
March is the deadline for 
filing returns without pen- 
alty. To file returns early 
gives the internal revenue 
office a chance to dispose 
of them, insofar as the pre- 
liminary stages 
are 
con- 


cerned, prior to the last 
minute rush. 


When returns are first 


received in the office of the 
Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue they must be verified 
for the purpose of determ- 
ining their mathematical ac- 
curacy. 
Why not perform 


this task for the Govern- 
ment. 
Taxpayers have no 


doubt reviewed their 
in- 


come returns and are satis- 
fied they are correct in 
every particular. As an ex- 
tra precaution they should 
go over them again and see 
if the 
computations will 


stand the test of scrutiny 
in the Government office. 
When mistakes of this na- 
ture are made, refunds must 
be allowed if the error is 
in favor of the taxpayer. If 
the mistake means addition- 
al tax for Government con- 
siderable 
work 
must be 


performed by the Collector 
to assess the tax and bill 
the taxpayer for the addi- 
tional amount. If the Gov- 
ernment can be relieved of 
this additional labor, and 
what is more important, of 
;he additional expenses, why 
not do it, because in the 
final analysis an expense 
saved for the Government 


equivalent to its value in 


Additional tax.

aster in recorded history- 
the greatest in number of 
lives destroyed, in property 
wiped from existence, in 
human beings pauperized, 
subjected to starvation, ex- 
posed to disease and thrown 
into abject 
wretchedness. 


Roughly, two-fifths of the 
huge population of China 
has been affected in great- 
er or Jess;degree by the ca- 
tastrophe. 
Three hundred 


districts in 17 provinces 
were obliterated for weeks 
beneath the water. It was 
as if the 
Mississippi, be- 


tween St. 
Paul 
and the 


Gulf, were 
suddenly 
to 


break its barriers and roam 
unchecked for leagues on 
either side, destroying the 
property and killing or en- 
dangering the lives of al- 
most twice the population 
of the United States. 
The 


number of Chinese thus af- 
fected was given at 180,- 
000,000. 


Only now is the Chinese 


government, with such aid 
as it receives from without, 
beginning to get the after- 
math of the calamity in 
hand. Through the fall and

its

Red House," police said.

Prosecutor Birrell said that un- 


der Ohio law there are three pos- 
sible charges which could be lodg- 
ed against the kidnapers. If no 
ransom was demanded, the penalty 
is 1 to 20 years' imprisonment. If 
the child abducted is under 12 
years. of age and ransom was de- 
manded, the penalty is life impris- 


* onment. If the child abducted is 
over 12 and ransom was demanded, 
the penalty is 10 to 30 years. 
Jimmig DeJute is 12 years old. 


As far as is known no demand 
for ransom reached DeJute, who 
rebuffed police and newspaper men 
while the search was gorng on, 
fearing they would Interfere with 
possible communications from the 
kidnapers.

HEALTH WORK HAS 
BEEN DISCONTINUED 


THREE PHASES' OF WORK 
STRESSED IN STATE AND 


FEDERAL 
CAMPAIGN 


Public health work conducted In 
Navarro county for the pajit eight 
months under the auspices of the 
State Health Department and the 
United States Public Health Ser- 
vice was discontinued on March 1, 
according to information received 
from Miss .Margaret Erskine, who 
has been stationed in this area as 
.the public health nurse. 


Three phases of work have been 
stressed during the campaign con- 
ducted by the state and federal 
departments, working in conjunc- 
tion, covering immunization, health 
education and school work. 
' 


In the eight month period 214 
persons were immunized against 
typhoid fever, 675 received diph- 
theria toxoid, and 835 were vacci- 
nated against smallpox. The prin- 
cipal portion of the work was car- 
ried on in the Emhouse, Black 
Hills, Barry, 
Blooming 
Grove, 
Frost, Emmett, Purdon, Mildred, 
Providence, Navarro. and Rlchland 
communities. 


Under the division of health 


education 97 health talks were 
made by the nurse with a total 
audience of 3508 persons; and In 
addition 
individual 
conferences 


were held with 723; 251 bulletins 
were distributed, 41 articles ap- 
peared in newspapers of the coun- 
ty, 167 letters were written, and 
six health classes conducted. In 
these classes 75 women completed 
the course of twelve lessons and 
received certificates of efficiency 
from the state health department. 


Communities Co-Operating 


Communities co-operating 
and 
participating in this work included 
North Cbrsicana, Emhouse, Par- 
don, Barry, Frost, Blooming Grove, 
Dawson, Kerens Navarro, Rich- 
land, Corbet, Eureka, Angus and 
Oak Valley. 


A number of the schools of the 


county participated in the health 
program, and those which were 
visited by Miss Erskine In her of-

.a slip upon which their height 
and weight waa listed along with 
their weight under standard con- 
ditions, defects noted and a re- 
quest that the parents take them 
to physician, dentist or specialist 
as the defects found demanded.
